PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 9.—In a fit 


of jealous rage, Anthony Mackinkai 
of*Franklin street near Race street, 
last night shot and probably fatally 
wounded Anna Zaduska. and then 
turned the gun on himself and inflict- 
ed wounds that caused his death two 
hours later.

Attack Anthracite Tax 


From Different Angle 


HARRISBURG, Aug. 9.—New pro- 
ceedings to test the constitutionality 
of the anthracite coal tax act of 1921, 
this time raising the question whether 
the commonwealth ^has any right to 
:ax coal used by coal producers in op- 
erating boilers for mining operations, 
breakers, etc.. have been taken in 
Dauphin county court, and it is prob- 
able that more will be launched. These 
tests are independent of the proceed- 
ings now in the United States Supreme 
court and will b listed for hearing in 
the courts here this fall a« soon as 
bonds and necessary papers are filed. 
The first case attacked constitution- 
ality on several ground", particularly 
on classification of coal, and last week 
an appeal was taken- in a company 
which questioned the method of ascer- 
taining''value for assessment of the 
tax. 
The latest tests come from the 


Scranton Coal Company, raising the 
question whether the Auditor General 
can^-tax coal used in production. The 
appellant will claim the tax should be 
assessed only on the net amount of 
coal prepared for market, deducting 
what is used in the process of mining. 
Practically all of the big coal comr 
panics have taken appeals/ and they 
will be heard during the winter, a se- 
ries of trials being needed because of 
separate questions raised.

King, her fiance, while surf bathing 
at Cobb's Island, off Cape Charles, 
Va., yesterday afternoon. 
Caught In 
an .undertow, they were both swept 
to death while King and his father, 
Joseph D. King, an 
official 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad, were trying 
heroically to rescue the young wom- 
an. 
The father was himself rescued 
with difficulty and the son was wash- 
ed out to deep water. His body has 
not been recovered, and probably will 
not be. 
He was a resident of Cape 


Charles and a. law. graduate of Wash- 
ington and Lee university. 
Arrangements for 
the 
funeral of 


Miss Seay had 
not 
been completed 
early this afternoon. The burial will 
be at Brumgton, King and 
Queen 


county. 
News of the tragic fate of Miss Seay 


•was conveyed by telegraph last night 
to the family of Mrs. C. B Gwathmey, 
an aunt, with whom she made her 
home at 1305 Victor street, Highland 
Park. 
The few details given were 
substantiated today by press dis- 
patches. 
Miss Peay was in her 29th year, and 
taught in 7-A grade of the Highland 
Park public school, with which she 
had been identified for years. 
She was 
a, native 
of Bruington, 


where she was reared and received 
her early education. 
She graduated 


from 
the 
Fredericksburg 
normal 


school. 
She was a. daughter 
of the 
late 
Henry and Rosalie Gwathmey Seay. 
Only one member of the immediate 
family survives, a brother, 
Henry 
Seay, •who now lives at Huttig, Ark. 


A special telegram to The News 
Leader from Cape Charles reads a« 
follows: 
A beach party, consisting of about 


25 persons, started from Cape Charles 
yesterday morning by automobile to 
the seaside, thence by motorboat for 
Cobb's Island, where the party spent 
the day on the beach and in the surf. 
About 4:30 In the afternoon, while 


only a few of the party srere tn.bath- 
ing, MIES Maude Seay, of Richmond, 
who had been the house guest of Mrs. 
John W. Daniel tor the past three 
weeks, 
together 
with 
her fiance, 
James D. King, a graduate in law of 
"Washington and Lee university, found 
the undertow bad taken them out be- 
yond their depth. Mr. King gave the 
alarm for help, as Miss Seay could 
not swim. Joseph D. King, Mr. King's 
father, and one of the Pennsylvania 
railroad officials located here, went 
to the rescue, leaving Miss Margaret 
Bishop -who herself was swept beyond 
her depth by the undertow and was 
only saved by the tide again bringing 
. her: in shallow water. 
After hai* an hour's struggle, the

Three Ursuline Sisters At 


Swatow Drift on Debris

HONGKONG. Aug. 8.—Thre« Cath-

Convent at Swatow. 250 miles north 
of here, had miraculous escapee from 
the tidal wave and 
typhoon which

Rosary, floated on a drifting bed until 
daybreak and had been given up as 
drowned when she was found by two 
Chlsese Christians and brought back 
to the mission compound. 
All the church vestments, the per- 


sonal belongings of the inhabitants o£ 
the convent and the equipment of the 
school were carried away, destroyed 
by the wind and water. 
- No word has been heard from the 
Catholic missions at Chaochowfu and 
Kityang, and it is feared they have 
been wrecked.

troduced at the recent trial of Baron 
von Leoprechtlng, who wa> lentenc- 
ed to penal servitude

monthly i»ay from the Krei|;h minis- 
ter In Munich, M. Dard, and that 
France was Interested In his alleged 
efforts to bring about the separation 
of the south of Germany from the 
north. 


The Baron was charged with try- 


Ing to effect the separation of Ger- 
many through French military occu- 
pation of {he line formed by tho 
river Main. The sections to be cut off 
Included Bavaria. Wucruemberr. and 
Baden. 
The plan involved also a 


part of Austria and the Tyrol.

"The document Is a monument to 
the burning hatred against German

and\tne destruction of the unity of 
the *erman people."
